Sir  : — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic 
Hospital  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  ISTt. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  Avas  159 — males,  91  ;  females, 
62. 

The  number  discharged  during  the  same  period  was  128 — males, 
TS  ;  females,  50,  of  whom  21  were  restored  ;  34  improved  ;  35  sta- 
tionary, and  82  died.    Average  number,  433. V5. 

The  number  in  the  Hospital,  September  30  1811  was  441 — males, 
239  ;  females  208. 

It  Avill  be  recollected  that  in  a  conference  with  a  committee  of 
tha  Board  of  Charities,  the  Trustees  urged  the  necessity  of  a  variety 
of  improvements  and  alterations  in  the  arrangements  of  the  wards 
calculated  to  render  them  more  cheerful  and  pleasant  and  add  to 
the  comfort  of  the  inmates.  These  suggestions  for  improvement 
having  received  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties, and  the  Legislature  having  made  the  necessary  appropriation 
for  the  purpose,  those  alterations  and  improvements  were  directed 
to  be  made,  and  many  of  them  have  now  been  finished,  and  the  very 
great  change  in  the  appearance  of  the  wards  produces  a  decidedly 
pleasing  impression  on  all  who  recollect  the  former  character  of 
those  wards. 

Bay  windows  were  constructed  in  five  of  the  wards  of  the  male 
and  female  departments,  by  taking  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  centre 
of  the  hall,  removing  the  inner  wall  and  adding  so  much  to  the 
outer  wall  as  was  necessary  to  give  space  for  these  windows.  With 
the  bright  and  cheery  aspect  thus  obtained  and  the  furnishing  these 
alcoves  in  a  homelike  manner,  these  additions  have  added  very 
mneh  to  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  inmates. 

Then  the  two  small  windows  at  the  ends  of  the  hall,  in  the  same 
wards  were  taken  out  and  the  whole  space  from  side  to  side  and  from 
.floor  to  ceiling  was  made  into  a  window  introducing  a  large  amount 
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of  light  and  adding  greatly  to  the  brightness  and  agreeable  aspect 
of  those  ■wards.  In  three  wards  in  each  wing  those  windows  were 
introduced  at  both  ends  ;  but  it  was  impossible  to  place  them  in  the 
same  wa}^  in  the  other  two  wards,  from  the  fact  that  one  end  opened 
directljr  into  the  centre  buildings. 

All  the  walls  of  the  wards  thus  altered  and  the  walls  of  the  rooms 
in  those  wards  were  painted  in  all  parts  in  cheerful  colors,  the  tints 
being  varied  so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  a  dull  uniformity, 
which  might  produce  an  unpleasant  impression. 

Pictures  rej^resenting  home  scenes  and  associations  of  an  attrac- 
tive character,  and  calculated  to  engage  the  attention  and  give 
pleasant  thoughts  and  suggestions ;  some  of  which  were  purchased 
and  many  more  presented  by  friends,  have  been  placed  in  the  bay 
windows  and  on  the  halls  of  the  wards  and  parlors,  and  these  by 
their  bright  and  cheer}-  aspect  serve  to  divert  attention  and  give 
more  agreeable  objects  of  thought. 

The  Trustees  would  suggest  to  tliose  who  may  have  a  variety'  of 
l^ictures,  or  the  means  to  procure  them  readil}-,  that  they  could  con- 
fer a  great  benefit  on  many  troubled  minds,  and  probably  assist 
materiall}^  in  the  relief  and  restoration  of  such  by  the  presentation 
to  the  Hospital  of  any  pictures  or  engravings  of  home  scenes,  plea- 
sant landscapes,  noted  historical  scenes,  or  anything  calculated  to 
produce  cheerful  thoughts,  which  to  them  may  have  lost  the  charm 
of  noA'oIty,  and  they  would  have  the  additional  pleasure  in  the  con- 
sciousness that  they  have  not  only  done  a  good  deed,  but  the  influ- 
ence exerted  by  such  pictures  would  continue  and  would  carry 
joy  and  peace  to  many  involved  in  mental  gloom  and  distress. 

r.i  four  wards  in  both  male  and  female  departments,  new  carpets 
have  Ijeen  placed  in  the  parlors,  bay  Avindows  and  in  the  halls  which, 
with  tlie  nevf  furniture,  have  added  to  the  homelike  appearance  of 
these  v.-.ixls. 

Every  one  is  ftimiliar  v/ith  the  beneficial  effect  of  bright  and  cheer- 
ful surroundings  on  the  daily  life  of  each  individual ;  but  all  may 
not  be  so  familiar  with  the  influence  on  the  general  health  and  the 
varying  moods  of  mind,  of  an  abundance  of  fresh  sunlight  and  every 
attraction  which  can  aid  in  the  removal  of  gloomy  thoughts  and  fe.el- 
i:;gs.aud  the  presentation  of  everything  which  may  divert,  elevate 
and  engage  the  thoughts  in  all  that  tends  to  render  life  enjoyable. 

These  objects  the  Trustees  have  endeavored  to  keep  constantly  in 
view  in  the  changes  and  improvements  which  have  been  made,  and 
they  feel  confident  that  they  will  receive  the  hearty  approval  of  all 
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who  may  examine  what  has  been  done,  and  understand  what  they 
propose  still  to  do  in  furtherance  of  this  desirable  end. 

la  addition  to  these,  changes  have  been  made  by  the  construction 
of  convenient  lavatories  near  the  bath-rooms,  furnished  with  neat 
iron  stationary  basins  and  an  abundance  of  water  and  otlier  minor 
improvements  has  been  made  in  connection  with  these,  which  will 
add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  promote  the  health  of  the  patients. 
In  five  wards  of  the  tnale  department  new  door  frames  and  new  win- 
dow frames  and  guards  were  found  necessary-,  and  new  floors  Avere 
also  laid  in  the  halls  of  these  wards.  In  two  of  the  wards  the  door 
frames  and  new  doors  were  made  of  chestnut  and  oiled  so  as  to  give 
the  natural  appearance  of  the  wood,  while  the  trimmings  of  the 
door  frames  in  one  of  the  wards  were  of  a  different  wood,  so  as  to 
produce  a  pleasing  contrast. 

In  the  eighth  ward  of  tlie  male  department  the  large  room  was 
divided,  so  as  to  make  a  sitting  room  and  a  sleeping  apartment 
separate,  and  the  other  rooms  were  arranged  so  as  to  make  them 
more  convenient,  and  new  floors  were  laid  in  all  these  rooms.  In 
this  ward  and  in  the  corresponding  ward  in  the  female  department, 
a  small  bay  window  directly  over  the  large  windows  at  the  end  of 
the  halls  in  the  wards  below  was  constructed,  which  served  to  widen 
and  also  render  bright  and  cheerful  the  hall,  which  was  before  nar- 
row and  rather  dark. 

Directions  have  been  given  for  the  construction  of  bay  windows 
at  one  end  of  the  wards  for  the  most  excited  class  of  patients  in  eacli 
department,  which  will  serve  to  render  these  wards  more  bright  and 
cheerful,  and  these  will  be  finished  in  the  course  of  this  autumn. 

The  other  improvements  for  which  the  money  was  appropriated 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  will  also  be  carried  forward 
and  completed  in  due  season.  One  ward  in  the  female  department 
requires  to  be  thoroughly  renovated  to  make  it  conformable  to  the 
other  part  of  the  Institution.  The  rooms  in  the  centre  building- 
will  also  require  to  be  painted  and  otherwise  improved,  and  new  fur- 
niture placed  in  them  so  as  to  make  them  correspond  with  the  other 
parts  of  the  Hospital  and  give  a  more  pleasing  aspect  to  patients 
and  visitors  when  they  enter  the  Institution,  as  first  impressions  on 
patients  are  often  very  lasting,  and  it  is  desirable  that  they  should 
be  made  of  the  most  agreeable  character.  These  and  other  im- 
provements of  a  minor  character  which  will  add  greatl}-  to  the 
comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients  can  be  made  for  a  reasonable 
amount. 
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By  reference  to  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  receipts  of  the  Hospital  from  all  sources  during  the  year,  have 
been  $121,491.13  ;  and  the  payments  have  been$119, 652.51.  For  the 
support  of  the  Institution  for  the  coming  year,  the  sum  of  $25,000 
"will  be  required,  and  for  the  improvements  suggested  it  will  be 
desirable  to  have  $20,000. 

The  Trustees  in  concluding  their  report,  are  much  gratified  in, 
being  able  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  dangerous  disease  or  epi- 
demic among  the  inmates ;  that  every  care  and  attention  has  been 
bestowed  upon  them  by  the  Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  who 
are  unwearied  in  their  efforts  to  render  them  comfortable,  and  the 
.  Trustees,  sensible  of  the  liberal  aid  heretofore  extended  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth,  would  respect- 
fully commend  it  to  their  continued  beneficience.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Stale  Lnnatic  Hospital : 

Gentlemen  : — It  ^vill  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tables  whieb 
accompany  this  report,  that  while  the  number  of  patients  admitted 
during  the  past  year  has  not  been  as  great  as  in  the  previous  year,  the 
discharges  have  been  fewer,  and  at  the  close  of  the  j^ear  the  number 
under  treatment  was  thirty-one  more  than  at  the  corresponding- 
period  of  the  previous  year.  All  the  wards  liave  been  crowded 
while  those  for  the  men  have  thirty-nine  more  than  they  were  de- 
signed to  accommodate  even  Avith  the  additions  made  in  later 
years.  The  improvements  in  the  construction  of  the  bay  windows 
liave  diminished  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital  to  the  extent  of  five 
rooms  in  both  the  male  and  female  wards.' 

While  no  one  sent  by  the  public  authorities  has  been  refused  Avho 
was  legall}^  entitled  to  admission  and  who  was  brought  with  papers 
properly  authenticated  in  accordance  with  the  law,  it  has  become  a 
question  requiring  careful  and  discriminating  consideration,  what 
shall  be  done  in  the  future  ?  Many  of  the  large  counties  refuse  to 
send  any  patients  to  the  Hospital,  preferring  to  keep  them  in  their 
poor-house  where  they  have  little  or  no  proper  medical  treatment,, 
and  too  frequently  it  is  the  fact,  even  in  quite  recent  cases,  that  in 
some  of  the  counties,  the  directors  of  the  poor  will  not  send  any 
one  to  this  Hospital,  unless  the  friends  will  agree  to  assume  half  and 
even  in  very  many  cases  all  the  expense  and  pay  that  regularly. 
Some  of  the  directors,  send  nearly  every  suitable  case  which  comes 
before  them  promptly  to  the  Hospital,  and  thus  give  every  possible 
opportunity  in  their  power  for  restoration  by  placing  them  in  the 
Hospital  at  the  earliest  period  ;  while  many  others  consider  the 
matter  so  long  that  the  golden  opportunity  of  prompt  early  treat- 
ment is  lost  and  they  become  a  life  burden  on  the  county.  In  some 
cases  where  the  head  of  the  family  is  thus  taken  away,  the  whole 
family  is  thrown  on  the  county  for  maintenance,  and  in  this  way  a 
heavy  expense  is  entailed,  which  could  have  been  saved  by  the 
prompt  application  of  the  proper  medical  treatment  when  the  case 
was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  directors. 
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The  wards  have  become  crowded  by  the  gradual  accumulation 
■of  a  class  of  cases  for  which  no  medical  treatment  can  be  of  any 
avail. 

Families  will  keep  some  member  who  is  insane  or  sulyect  to  epi- 
leptic  attacks  followed  by  much  mental  confusion  at  home  for  years, 
imtil  in  some  paroxysm  the}-  become  more  than  usually  troublesome, 
and  then  they  apply  to  the  court  to  have  them  placed  in  the  Hos- 
pital for  treatment  and  expect  them  to  be  restored  in  a  few  weeks  ; 
or  the}^  annoy  and  irritate  the  patient  in  various  ways  until  he  may 
become  violent,  and  the  effort  to  free  himself  from  his  tormentors 
is  construed  into  an  assault  and  batterj-,  and  lie  is  brought  before 
the  court  on  such  a  charge  and  sent  to  the  Hospital  where  he  rarely 
gives  any  trouble  and  was  really  more  sinned  against  than  sinning. 

Then  a  number  of  persons  with  decidedly  dangerous  delusions 
have  been  kept  hy  their  families  until  some  violent  outbreak  or  at- 
tempt on  life  prompted  by  the  delusion  is  made,  and  then  the  case 
comes  regularly  before  the  court  and  they  are  found  to  be  insane 
and  sent  to  the  Hospital.  In  these  and  many  cases  of  a  similar 
character  the  mental  disorder  has  been  so  long  continued  and  has 
assumed  such  a  character  that  nothing  can  lie  done  to  afford  perma- 
nent relief,  and  they  therefore  become  life  residents  of  th»  Institu- 
tion. 

In  many  country  districts  in  the  interior  of  the  State,  there  are 
patients  who  have  been  taken  care  of  hy  families  until  their  disease 
has  assumed  a  form  of  greater  violence,  or  those  who  have  had  care 
of  them  became  tired  of  the  charge,  and  application  is  made  for 
their  admission  into  the  Hospital,  and  being  represented  as  unsafe 
/  and  dangerous  to  be  at  large  and  often  a  source  of  alarm  and  dread 
in  the  neighborhood,  they  are  admitted  into  this  Institution  as  the 
only  safe  place  for  them.  Many  have  lieen  kept  by  their  relatives 
until  in  these  times  the  difficulty  of  maintenance  liecomes  too  great  to 
be  borne,  and  the  court  is  applied  to  to  send  them  to  the  Hospital 
as  persons  unsafe  to  be  at  large. 

In  these  different  ways  and  in  others  which  need  not  be  men- 
tioned, the  number  of  those  for  whom  very  little  hope  of  restora- 
tion can  be  entertained  has  been  gradually  increasing,  until  during 
the  last  year  the  majority  of  the  admissions  has  been  of  this  char- 
acter. The  necessity  for  their  admission  and  detention  in  this 
Hospital  seems  absolute  to  protect  the  families  and  the  community 
of  which  they  are  members  and  residents ;  but  by  this  gradual  in- 
crease the  wards  have  been  over  crowded,  and  very  great  difficulty  is 
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•experienced  in  making  those  "who  are  in  the  Tvards  as  comfortable  as 
they  would  be  in  a  less  crowded  hospital. 

'•  Hesohed,  That  this  Association  of  Medical  Superintendents  of 
American  Institution  for  the  Insane  regards  the  custom  of  admit- 
ting a  greater  number  of  patients  than  the  buildings  can  properly 
accommodate,  which  is  now  becoming  so  common  in  hospitals  for 
the  insane  in  nearlj'  ever}'  section  of  the  country,  as  an  evil  of  great 
magnitude,  productive  of  extraordinar}^  dangers,  subversive  of  the 
good  order,  perfect  discipline  and  greatest  usefulness  of  these  insti- 
tutions, and  of  the  best  interests  of  the  insane." 

In  the  diminution  of  incomes  caused  b}-  the  financial  troubles  of 
the  past  few  years  man}'  families  have  found  themselves  unable  to 
maintain  those  of  their  number  who  needed  the  protection  of  a  hos- 
pital at  the  rates  they  had  been  able  to  pay  before,  and  the  insanitj- 
being  of  such  a  tj'pe  that  no  private  famih'  could  take  them  and 
provide  for  them  without  danger,  they  have  sought  and  obtained 
admission  to  this  Hospital  in  limited  numbers. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  state,  notwithstanding  all  that 
has  been  said  to  the  contrary,  that  this  Hospital  has  always  been 
held  to  be  for  those  of  limited  incomes,  or  those  whose  incomes 
would  allow  them  to  paj'  onlj'  a  very  moderate  rate  of  charge,  when 
the  rooms  were  not  occupied  by  those  sent  hy  the  public  authorities, 
and  this  the  books  of  the  Institution  will  demonstrate  to  any  pre- 
judiced or  unprejudiced  mind.  As  the  directors  of  the  poor  would 
not  send  their  insane,  this  class  have  been  regularly  admitted  when- 
ever they  applied  so  as  to  give  them  a  fair  opportunity  of  treatment 
and  save  the  public  authorities  that  amount  of  expense,  or  probably 
a  much  greater  had  thej'  not  been  allowed  the  means  of  prompt 
medical  treatment. 

If  those  who  are  able  to  pay  three  dollars  or  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  a  week,  often  at  great  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort,  are  to  be  es- 
teemed rich  in  this  world's  goods,  then  this  Hospital  has  given  ac- 
comodation to  the  rich  in  preference  to  the  poor ;  but  when  those 
who  can  paj'  such  sums  and  deny  themselves  many  of  the  necessa- 
ries of  life  to  enable  them  to  maintain  their  friends  in  this  Hospi- 
tal, and  relieve  the  communit}'  from  that  tax  additional  to  the  al- 
ready' heavy  burden  of  taxation,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  dictate  of 
sound  sense  if  not  the  promptings  of  a  generous  heart  responsive  to 
all  the  noblest  dictates  of  humanity,  tt)  commend  such  efforts  and 
encourage  them,  and  not  to  add  insult  to  injurj'  b}^  insisting  that 
they  must  give  up  their  self  respect,  their  independence  and  control 
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over  tlieir  friends  and  compel  them  to  go  to  the  public  authorities 
and  seek  admission  through  that  source. 

No  man  who  has  a  proper  understanding  of  his  own  rights  and  a 
correct  appreciation  of  the  rights,  feelings  and  privileges  of  others 
can  for  a  moment  believe  that  the  efforts  thus  made  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  a  relative  in  this  Hospital,  at  the  low  rates  above  men- 
tioned and  thus  relieve  the  community  of  this  additional  burden  is 
not  in  the  highest  degree  commendable,  and  that  the  course  pursued 
by  this  Institution  in  receiving  such  persons  on  such  terms  is  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  most  rigid  interpretation  of  the  golden  rule, 
"whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them." 

In  these  times  when  ••men's  hearts  arc  failing  then  for  fear  and 
for  looking  after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth,"  when 
these  fears  and  anxieties  are  undermining  the  health  of  so  many  and 
their  minds  and  nervous  systems  are  giving  away  luider  the  severe 
strain,  it  is  cortoinl}^  a  bounden  duty  in  all  to  make  the  return  to 
mental  and  physical  health  as  easy  as  it  can  be  made  ;  and  to  enable 
all  who  desired  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  proper 
medical  treatment  in  the  earliest  stages  of  their  disorder,  has  been 
the  course  which  in  all  its  history  has  been  steadily  and  nndeviat- 
ingly  pursued  by  those  who  have  had  the  administration  of  this 
trust  committed  to  their  charge. 

That  this  course  has  met  the  approval  of  all  by  whom  it  is  under- 
stood is  clear  from  the  reported  expressions  of  cordial  sympathy  and 
approbation  of  all  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  make  careful 
.and  definite  inquiry  into  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  is  only  doubted 
by  those  whose  minds  are  so  narrow  that  having  once  given  entrance 
to  an  erroneous  idea,  there  is  no  room  to  allow  the  admission  of  the 
truth  to  displace  it.

Through  the  kindness  and  attention  of  the  Officers  of  the  Executive 
Chamber,  the  patients  have  had  the  opportunity  of  reading  the 
majority  of  the  newspapers  sent  to  that  department. 

It  has  always  been  the  aim  of  the  officers  of  this  Hospital  to  pro- 
vide as  great  a  diversity  in  the  amusements  and  recreations  of  the 
patients  as  the  means  at  command  would  allow,  from  the  conviction 
that  some  strong  incentive  and  inducement  was  requisite  to  draw 
out  patients  from  their  disposition  to  brood  over  their  troubles  and 
give  them  more  healthj!-  sources  of  thought  and  feeling. 

Commencing  with  first  of  October,  it  has  been  the  custom  for 
many  years  to  have  some  entertainment  every  evening  in  the  week 
and  as  great  a  variety  is  given  to  these  entertainments  as  our  appli- 
ances will  allow.  Those  which  have  been  usually  given  are  exhi- 
bitions of  a  very  great  variety  of  views  and  public  buildings  in  dift- 
erent  parts  of  the  world  and  other  interesting  subjects  with  the 
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magic  lantern,  luctnres  on  a  variety  of  subjects  illustrated  by  expe- 
riments and  readings  of  cheerful  and  pleasant  extracts  from  books. 

For  this  season  it  is  proposed  with  a  small  magic  lantern,  -which 
can  be  carried  from  ward  to  ward  to  have  short  exhibitions  in  the 
majority  of  wards  for  those  who  may  not  be  able  from  a  variety  of 
causes  to  attend  the  larger  gatherings,  so  that  on  every  evening  of 
the  week  there  will  be  one  or  more  exhibitions,  and  in  this  way 
nearly  every  inmate  of  the  Hospital  will  be  able  to  enjo}'  the  pleas- 
ure of  seeing  the  views  which  heretofore  could  only  seen  by  a  limi- 
ted number.  The  success  which  has  attended  the  experiment  thus 
far  in  the  wards  for  the  more  excited  patients  has  been  very  encour- 
aging. 

A  concert  of  very  fine  vocal  and  instrumental  music  in  January 
by  some  ladies  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  the  household,  and  the 
Young  Mens'  Glee  Club  accompanied  by  an  orchestra  of  instrumen- ' 
tal  performers  have  several  times  given  entertainments.  The  Jubi- 
lee Singers  of  Harrisburg  also  gave  a  very  amusing  entertainment 
in  their  peculiar  style  whicli  was  ver3'  interesting  to'  all,  and  we 
have  also  been  favored  with  others,  anxious  to  contribute  their  share 
to  the  amusement  of  the  household. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  IT.  C.  Demming  for  six  line  engravings 
for  the  wards. 

That  thoughtful  and  sympathizing  care  which  Miss  Dix  has  always 
manifested  towards  this  Institution  as  well  as  to  all  others  for  the 
relief  of  suffering  humanity,  has  placed  us  under  additional  obliga- 
tions by  the  renewed  evidences  whii'h  we  have  received  of  her  gen- 
erous and  self-sacrificing  spirit. 

Dr.  J.  Z.  Gerhard  has  continued  with  unabated  interest  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  first  assistant  phj'sician,  and  during  his  tempo- 
rary absence  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  and  part  of  the 
fall,  his  brother,  Dr.  M.  U.  Gerhard  has  acted  as  assistant  physi- 
cian and  discharged  the  duties  with  great  acceptance  to  all. 

Dr.  Geo.  D,  Stahley  continues  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
assistant  physician  with  the  same  zeal  and  earnestness  and  strict 
attention  to  his  duties  which  he  has  always  manifested. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Kendig  has  continued  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
steward  with  diligence  and  careful  attention. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Cole  resigned  in  July  after  a  long  and  faithful  service 
to  the  Institution,  and  with  the  best  wishes  of  those  who  had  known 
her  many  acts  of  care  and  kindness  to  the  sick  and  suft'ering  to  whom 
she  had  ministered  so  faithfully  ami  so  well.

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Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Pollock  has  been  appointed  matron  and  will  prove 
after  a  fuller  acquaintenance  with  the  duties  of  the  position  a  valu- 
able oflicer. 

To  the  clerk,  Mr.  R.  Beatty,  the  supervisors  and  attendants  and 
all  others  who  have  been  in  service  through  the  year,  great  credit 
is  due  for  their  earnest  effort  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients. 

Although  for  reasons  previously  given,  the  number  of  patients 
whose  condition  might  lead  to  a  favorable  result  has  not  been  so 
large  as  in  previous  years,  many  very  gratifying  restorations  have 
taken  place  of  those  whose  minds  have  been  disturbed  for  a  long 
period,  clearly  proving  that  it  is  never  wise  or  prudent  to  pronounce 
any  one  incurable  unless  some  very  positive  disease  is  present  which 
by  its  action  continues  to  disorder  the  nervous  system. 

In  the  full  conviction  that  every  facility  should  be  extended  to 
all  of  every  degree  and  length  of  mental  disorder,  we  enter  on  the 
duties  of  another  year,  desirous  of  using  every  means  which  can  be 
made  available  for  the  comfort  and  restoration  of  all,  andtrustingthat 
what  is  done  will  be  blessed  by  a  Gracious  Providence  to  the  resto- 
ration of  many  who  now  seem  greatly  disturbed,  and  of  a  large 
3iumber  of  those  who  may  in  the  course  of  the  year  be  admitted  to 
the  Hospital.

That  iiisaue  pei'sons  may  be  placed  in  a  Hospital  fur  the  insane 
by  their  legal  guardians  or  by  their  relatives  or  friends  in  case  they 
have  no  guardians,  but  never  without  the  certificate  of  two  or  more 
reputable  physicians,  after  a  personal  examination,  made  within  one 
week  of  the  date  thereof,  and  this  certificate  to  be  duly  acknowl- 
edged and  sworn  to  or  aftirmed  before  some  magistrate  or  judicial 
orticer  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures,  and 
to  the  responsibilit}^  of  the  signers."    Lav)  of  April,  1860. 

1.  As  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  are  crowded,  none  but  recent 
cases,  which  have  originated  within  one  3'ear  can  be  admitted. 

•2.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  (unless  when  com- 
mitted by  order  of  a  court,)  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished 
with  the  certificate  required  by  the  law,  given  above,  with  a  re- 
quest from  a  near  relative  or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received 
into  the  Hospital,  and  a  bond,  with  satisfactory  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All 
private  patients  tiius  received,  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen 
weeks'  board  in  advance  when  brought  to  the  Hospital ;  and  if  taken 
away  uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, within  that  period  no  part  of  said  payment  shall  be  refun- 
ded. 

o.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  b}"  the  order  of  any 
court,  justice,  judge,  directors  of  the  poor  of  a  county,  or  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  a  township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or  war- 
rant, or  a  copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  lie  lodged 
with  the  Superintendent. 

Those  wlio  may  l)ring  a  i)atient  with  an}'  such  order  or  warrant, 
will  be  required  to  pay  at  the  time  of  the  admission  of  the  patient 
seventy-eight  dollars. 

4.  Ea,ch  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

.'').  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new 
shirts  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons  of  strong 
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■vvooleii  cloth,  throe  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  stock  or  ciavat, 
ii  good  hat  or  cap,  a  pair  of  new  shoes  or  l)00ts,  together  with  a 
comfortable  outside  garment. 

(!.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity  of  under- 
garments shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel  petticoat,  two 
good  dresses,  also,  a  cloak,  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case  the 
patient  is  so  excited  as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other 
tdothing  that  can  be  kept  on,  that  is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient 
quantity,  with  a  change  thereof  may  be  substituted. 

7.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent 
with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved, 
and  wheji  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self- 
respect  may  be  preserved.  In  all  cases,  the  patient's  best  cloth- 
ing should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  only  used 
Avhen  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned.  Jewelry 
and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at 
home,  as  they  are  lialile  to  be  lost. 

8.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient, 
and  if  possible  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should 
accompany  him  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute,  but  often  es- 
sential particulars  may  be  learned. 

9.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing  mending  and  attend- 
ance, for  all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  townships 
and  counties  will  be  three  dollars  a  week.  For  private  patients,  or 
those  supported  by  themselves  or  friends,  tlie  price  will  vary  from 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  ten  dollars  a  week,  according  to  the 
trouble  and  expenses  incurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay. 
When  patients  are  sent  by  the  county  or  township  authorities,  paj'- 
ment  is  required  at  the  time  of  their  admission  for  twenty-six  weeks 
in  advance  and  quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient  is  supported 
by  the  friends,  payments  are  required  quarterly  in  advance. 

10.  A  bond  with  satisfactory  sureties  will  be  required -for  the 
payment  of  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
when  discharged  by  all  persons.  '  ' 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  sucli  a  bond, 
and  if  strangers,  bring  evidence  of  responsibility.
